Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Gibson  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  in  1962  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  our  Rural  Area  was  very  good.  There  were  no  epidemics 
and  only  twenty-one  notifications  of  infectious  disease.  You  will 
recall  that  in  the  previous  year  there  had  been  a widespread  epidemic 
of  measles  and  the  total  of  all  notifications  was  three  hundred  and 
eighteen. 

Our  death  and  live  birth  rates  were  each  increased.  The  former 
was  10.8  per  thousand  of  the  population  compared  with  10.2  in  19^1  , 
and  with  11  .9  for  England  and  Wales.  . The  live  birth  rate  was  16.27 
and  l6.A  in  19&1.  The  comparative  figures  for  England  and  Wales  were 
18  and,  for  the  County,  18.86.  These  vital  statistics  are  corrected 
as  usual. 

Just  over  half  the  deaths  were  due  to  some  form  of  cardio-vascular 
disease.  This  was  also  the  case  in  1961  . 

Imiiiun i s at i on  of  children  against  diphtheria  fell  from  one  hundred 
and  forty- two  in  1961  to  one  hundred  and  thirty- two  primary  immunisations. 
There  was  also  a fall  in  the  total  of  boosting  injections  from  seventy- 
three  to  sixty- three.  However  during  the  year  ninety-nine  per  cent  of 

the  children  inoculated  for  the  first  time  received  a combined  vaccine. 
This  was  usually  a triple  vaccine  protecting  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus.  This  aspect  was  very  satisfactory.  Whooping  cough 
is,  as  councillors  know,  a very  distressing  disease  with  great  liability 
to  complications  such  as  bronchitis  and  pneumonia.  The  anti  tetanus 
element  in  the  triple  vaccine  protects  against  tetanus  and  can  be 
reinforced  by  a further  injection  of  tetanus  toxoid  if  the  patient  has  a 
contaminated  wound.  Without  the  earlier  protection  anti  tetanic  serum 
must  be  used  and  this  may  provoke  unpleasant  reactions  in  persons 
susceptible  to  the  serum. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report  is  incorporated  and  I take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  him  and  all  members  of  the  Piiblic  Health  Staff 
for  loyal  and  willing  co-operation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Gibson  and  Gentlemen, 

There  were  more  new  houses  built, both  by  the  Council  and  private 
enterprise, than  last  year,  but  it  is  disappointing  to  record  such  a small 
number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  in  spite  of  the  Council ' s 
known  policy  to  encourage  owners  of  property  to  take  advantage  of  the 
Grant  Aid. 

Many  of  the  sub-standard  houses  in  the  area  are  capable  of  improvement 
and  ought  to  be  provided  at  least  with  the  five  standard  amenities. 

I know  that  there  are  still  many  people  who  prefer  improved  "old  Homes" 
to  new  ones,  and  I look  forward  to  the  next  report  showing  more  applications 
from  landlords. 

I have  again  appreciated  the  interest  taken  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council,  Chairmen  of  the  Committees  and  members  of  the  Council,  and  I am 
grateful  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  members  of  the  staff  for  loyal 
co-operation.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


During  the  last  month  of  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the 
new  1 ,000,000  gallon  storage  reservoir  on  a site  at  the  Coppice, 
Castle  Donington,  near  the  existing  reservoir. 

Approval  was  also  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  the  construction  of  a new  nine  inch  main  with 
a six  inch  connection  to  join  with  the  four  inch  existing  water 
main  on  the  Windmill  Fields  Housing  site.  This  should  have  the 
effect  of  a general  improvement,  for  connections  will  also  be 
made  to  the  old  mains  on  Mount  Pleasant. 

Another  important  scheme  which  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
discussion  over  many  years  was  the  approval  of  the  laying  in  of 
five  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  new  four  inch  main  to  replace  the 
old  three  inch  encrusted  main  from  Hemington  Hill  to  the  Borough 
Street,  Castle  Donington,  which  had  long  ago  ceased  to  be 
adequate  to  meet  normal  demands. 


SEWERAGE 

AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


At  both  Castle  Donington  and  Kegworth  contractors  commenced 
work  on  the  improvement  and  extensions  at  the  Disposal  Works. 

A scheme  for  the  laying  of  sewers  and  the  construction  of  a pump 
house  and  plant  on  the  east  side  of  the  railway  at  Tonge,  was 
approved  by  the  appropriate  Ministry. 


CLOSET'  CONVERSIONS 

Eleven  pail  closets  were  abolished  and  replaced  by  water 
closets . 
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HOUSING 


There  was  marked  improvement  in  the  number  of  Council  houses 
erected  during  the  year,  for  twenty  eight  were  completed  as  against 
four  the  previous  year.  There  were  six  at  Tylers  Boad,  Belton, 
to  replace  the  houses  demolished  in  a Clearance  Area,  and  twenty 
two  at  Castlo  Donington  on  the  Y/indmill  Fields  estate. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  fifty-one 
applicants  for  Council  houses  on  the  list. 

An  increase  in  Private  Enterprise  houses  showed  nineteen 
a.gainst  twelve  the  previous  year. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  at  some  substandard,  properties, 
and  the  Council  considered  applications  for  both  discretionary 
and  standard  grants,  and  during  the  year  the  following  were 
approved  : -

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Early  in  the  year  a new  dual  purpose  vehicle  with  Inter- 
changeable 10.5  cubic  yard  Chelsea  body,  and  800  gallon  Cesspool 
Emptying  Tank  was  put  into  service  to  replace  the  old  vehicle  which 
had  become  unserviceable.

Routine  inspections  of  shops  and  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  showed  that  premises  generally  are  of  a fairly  good 
standard,  but  in  one  place  improvements  were  carried  out  following 
info  rmal  act  ion . 


CARAVAN  SITES 

AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOEvlENT  ACT,  i960 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  thirty  caravans  in  the 
district  on  sites  that  have  been  licensed  in  accordance  with  the 
above  mentioned  Act,  including  eight  on  the  Communal  Site  at  Castle 
Donington . 

Plans  and  details  were  submitted  and  a site  licence  was  issued 
for  fifteen  caravans  for  holiday  purposes  at  Kegworth. 

At  Castle  Donington  an  existing  site  for  two  vans  was  amended 
to  site  six  caravans. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Systematic  surveys  were  made  and  treatments  carried  out  at 
sewage  wo rks , sewers  and  refuse  tips,  together  with  demands  for 
services  both  at  business  and  private  premises. 

A charge  is  made  for  services  at  business  premises,  but 
private  dwellings  are  visited  and  treated  without  charge. 


TORN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  ACTS 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  applications 
received  for  consent  to  develop  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts  - one  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  as  against  one  hundred  and  twelve  the  previous  year. 


BUILDING  BYELAWS 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  forty-one  plans  were 
submitted  for  consideration  under  the  ouilding  byelaws.
